Vilna being the northern key position on 
the important strategic railway line run 
ning southeastward to Rovno, which the 
Russians were striving to retain. 

It was on this line, running through 
Lida, that the defenders of Vilna apper- 
ently had their sole opportunity to re- 
treat along railway routes when the Ger- 


gan offensive recently developed in- 


tensive force, the lines southwest of the 
city and those to the north and the east 
having been cut. 

Ulity Fall Anticipated. 

The fall of Vilna had been ant! cipated 
for eeveral days, the German encircling 
meverment having developed sufficiently 
to make it apparent that its abandonment 
was only a question of time. Last week 
Petrograd dispatches stated that Vilna, 
as well as Dvinsk, another of Field Mar- 
hal Von Hindenburg’s objectives, had 
been emptied of stores and abandoned by 
government and private institutions. 

It was declared that neither point was 
regarded as of further strategic impor- 
tance, except as a section of the general 
front, and that it was not the purpose of 
the Russian general staff to defend Vilna 
at all costs

The present state of the wool industry 
In this country affords an illuminating

AA question in many households at 


present is how to give Bil! a college sau- 
cation on a flat pocket beck. What ars 
Btll’é chances of eurning all or a part of 
‘his own gxpenses? Will he sacrifice too much 
it he is an earner while he studies?

The answers to a questionaire sent out by 
Dean Thomas Arkle Clark of the University of 
Tilinois iluminate the subject. Dean Clark has 
gotten at the true inwardness of the situation, 
gathering data that shows how much was earned, 
by whom and how, and was earning ih iteeif 
helpful.

Altogether a surprisingly large sum was 
earned, $194,342! This was done in Champaign

The proportio of fraternity men working, how- 
ever, is much larger than that of non-fraternity 
men.

The tiny Itallan republic of San Marino 
(the history of which, according to tradi- 
tion, dates back to the third century, 
when It was founded by St. Marinus dur- 
ing the persecutions under Emperor Dio- 
cletian) made a practice, until afew years 
ago, of selling titles of nobility, from 
those of duke and prince down to the 
hereditary chevaliers, in return for cash, 
which wes devoted to the maintenance 
of the hospital and to the orphan and 
foundling asylums of the commonwealth, 
institutions which bore apove their en- 
trance the inscription: “ A tribute frem 
human vanity to human suffering.” 

— 

The practice has, however, been abol- 
ished since the beginning of the present 
century, in deference to the vigorous rep- 
resentations from Italy, and, indeed, from 
most other of the monarchical countries 
of Burope. Being entirely surrounded by 
Italian territory, the republic of San Ma- 
rino is to a great extent dependent upon 
the good will of King Victor Bmmanuel’s 
government, and has practically no alter 
native but to comply with the latter’s de- 

The republic of Switzerland takes no 
cognizance of nobiliary titles, and does 
not recognize them or sanction their use 
f official documents. But there is an 
aristocracy of birth in Switzerland 
which is intensely proud of the biuenese 
of its blood and of the antiquity of its 
race, and which has always displayed an 
extraordinary aversion to the contracting 
of any mésalliance. 

In France the present government, un- 
like that of Switserland, accords recog- 
nition to titles of nobility, though neither 
the existing republic nor either of its two 
predecessors have ever gone to the length 
of creating hereditary titles. The lawsof 
the first revolutionary government, at 
the close of the eighteenth century, abol- 
ishing all titles of nobility, weré repealed 
on the restoration of the monarchy and 
have never been rebnacted.
